More Than City Girl 


Editor Of Farm Journal 
Gives Her Reasons - 


CHICAGO.—A farm wife is worth 

more to her husband than a glamor- 
ized city housewife, a woman editor 
said. 
. A farmer's wife is worth $69,000 
to her. husband during her lifetime.

‘Spe- 
cial efforts are being made’ by our 
priorities officér to bring into oceu- 
pancy those houses which are 50 per 
cent, or more complete,” 

He voiced optimism on next year’s 
outlook. 

“I have every reason to believe 
that 1947 will be by far the biggest 
building year that Canada has ever 
exnerienced, Since war ended the best 
effort of, the government has been 
directed toward accelerating the pro- 


duction of houses, just as the year. 


1940 was directed toward accelerat- 
ing the production of munitions of 
war, f :

Announces The 
Removal Of - 
Wheat Quotas 


OTTAWA. — Trade Minister Mac- 
Kinnon announced the removal of all 
quotas on the amount of wheat which 
prairie farmers may deliver to. their 
country elevators. 

This means that farmers may de- 
liver as much wheat as they want to 
the elevators instead of being re- 
stricted to a certain number of bush-. 
ped per acre, according to their dis- 

ct. ; : 

Officials said that up to now ap- 
proximately 90 per cent. of the crop 
areas were on the maximum quota 
of 20 bushels an acre, or were entire- 
ly quota-free, 

Mr. MacKinnon also announced 
that during the first 31%, months of 
the current crop year—up to Nov. 15 
—producers have marketed the ex- 
ceptionally high total of 201,000,000 
bushels of: wheat. At Nov. 15, coun- 
try, elevators held 86,500,000 bushels. 
“These deliveries and stocks are 
very gratifying in view of the export 
demand which now exists,” he said, 
“but all wheat marketed by produc- 
érs during the present crop year will 
be required to meet the urgent ’ex- 


our.” Bs 

Mr. MacKinnon said the Canadian 
wheat board had increased delivery 
quotas this fall as rapidly as avail- 
able storage space and current trans- 
portation would permit, 

Officials said the early removal of 
the quotas this fall resulted from the) 
heavy shipments of wheat early this 
year which cleaned the elevators out 
of much of the 1945-46 crop. 

The quota system of wheat deliver- 
ies to. elevators is used to avoid con- 
gestion and to ensure that farmers 
at a distance from elevators have as 
much chance to deliver their wheat 
as those whose lands are close to 
the storage depots.

pension of $100 to “hymn that dis- 
covered ye new isle” was paid 
of the coffers of the people of Bristol, 
Consequently Bristolites had a good 
deal to say, most of it bad, about 
this néw-found-land. Thus the name 
Newfoundland came into general us- 
age. . 
Unless Newfoundland were. pro- 
nounced as three separate words the 
line would not scan and a pronuncia- 
tion adopted merely to fit the rhythm 
would make the whole thing ridicu- 
lous.

The disease, he said, is known as 
sub-acute bacterial endocarditis, an 
infection that occurs in ‘patients who 
have rheumatic heart disease.

lin. ‘ 

‘If the patient receives penicillin 
prophylaxis prior to the extraction 
of a tooth, or any mouth or throat 
operation, the disease can be prevent- 
ed,” he said, ‘Where this is not done, 
and the disease develops, penicillin 
administered in large doses and over 
a long period of time can cure the 
majority of cases.” : 

Bacterial endocarditis is a serious 
infection of the heart valves, he ex- 
plained, and is caused by one of the 
streptococcus germs commonly known 
as “green strep”, which is always 
present in the-mouth and air pas- 
sages, en a tooth is extracted, the 
bacteria: enters the blood stream and 
grows™on one of the heart valves 
previously damaged by rheumatic 
fever, :
